OKLAHOMA CITY. Dec. 5. — The 
crew manning the Guthrie, Okla.. 
interurban car which late last night 
killed five persons when it crash­ 
ed into 
the automobile 
in which 
they were riding on the outskirts 
of the city, were held by the po­ 
lice on charges Qf reckless driving. 
Their trial was set for tomorrow in 
the city court. 
The victims of the accident to­ 
day were identified as the Seho- 
vanio family of Pawnee, Okla. They 
were in route to California in their 
automobile and had just reached 
Oklahoma City from Pawnee When 
the smash occurred. The mother, 
father, an uncle and two children 
were killed instantly, and two other 
children and an unidentified man 
were seriously injured. 
The motor car was said to have 
been traveling without lights and 
with all the side curtains up. The 
automobile was caught at a grade 
crossing and dragged 75 yards be­ 
fore tho car could be brought to a 
stop. Two of the occupants were 
pinned ’benatn the wreckage and 
were not released until two hours 
afterwards. They were the unidenti­ 
fied man and one of the injured 
children. 
A local traffic policeman who wit­ 
nessed the accident told authorities 
that the car was traveling at a 
speed of 50 miles an hour but the 
conductor and 
motorman said it 
was making only twenty miles. 
One man and the boy were crush­ 
ed to death in the debris of-the 
car, which was caught under the 
interurban. The others were thrown 
clear. A boy about I 4years old, a 
girl about i i years old, and a man 
about 30 years old, were taken to 
St. Anthony’s hospital. The man, 
who was least injured, left soon, 
without giving his name. Both chil­ 
dren are seriously injured. 
The party was made up of Rus­ 
sian gypsies from their appearance, 
and had been living at the river 
bottoms, on South Robinson street 
where there is a tent colony. 
Parts of the Ford, cooking uten­

That is advice given out by local 
authorities on health. 
By keeping a thermometer in the 
home and watching it in order to 
keep thje heat of the room at the 
same point, much illness which is 
s0 common in winter can be avoid­ 
ed, doctors ;Say. 
Illness among children in wintei 
is largely due to underheated and 
overheated rooms. Doctors say that 
a temperature of about 70 to 75 de- 
i gres is sufficient for the average 
j person. Rooms hotter than this are 
likely to pave the way to illness. 
Rooms colder also are dangerous. 
If every home in the city bought 
thermometers, or used thermome­ 
ters already 
owned, in 
keeping 
homes at the aibove named tempera­ 
ture, the sickness, especially among 
old people and children, would be 
reduced remarkably, it Is believed. 


Statistics show that in 
homes 
where proper ventilation is had the 
proper temperature maintained that 
common illness is not so frequent 
as in homes where winter air or 
where stuffy air is allowed to stay. 
Children who 
come out 
of the 
cold air into a room that has been 
overheated, 
immediately 
contract 
colds. This oftimes results in bron­ 
chitis, 
tonsolitis and 
pneumonia. 
Children who are forced to live in 
poorly heated homes also contract 
illness as a result of the exposure. 
Aged persons also suffer from 
these causes, although the illness'to 
which children and aged persona 
are subject are somewhat different. 
Ada is 
gas heated, 
physicians 
point out, and the even heat of gas 
makes it possible to keep any room 
or any building at the same tem­ 
perature. This should serve as a 
remedy for much illness in the city, 
it Is believed.

(Br the Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.— Forget-, 
ting denominational lines, 
church­ 
women of America are making an 
effort to complete by January I a 
13,000,000 fund for the seven union 
colleges for education of women in 
the Far East. They already have 
obtained $1,000,000 toward the fund 
and the Laura Spelman Rockefeller 
Memorial Fund has promised an­ 
other million if the fund is eom-i 
pleted by the first of the year, 
j 
. The church women have organiz-! 
cd a country-wide Dollar Day, to' 
be held next aSturday. Women ir-j 
respective of their religious affilia-i 
tions, will be asked to give one dot- j 
lar each towards the' education of 
leaders for the 400,000,000 women \ 
of Asia. 
Mrs. Henry W. Peabody of Bos­ 
ton, is chairman of the committee 
which has organized fifty thousand 
auxiliaries of all denominations in 
practically every large city and in 
every state. 
Mrs. Harding was one of the first ] 
contributors to the fund which has 
the endorsement of the president; 
and secretary of state, Hughes, not! 
only for their w*ork on behalf o£ 
Christian education, 
but also ‘be­ 
cause of their bearing upon interna-! 
tional friendship. 
The seven Union Christian col-' 
leges for women are located in eith-« 
r 
er the capitals or leading cities ofi 
the Far East. Two of them are! 
medical schools for training oriental 
women as physicians. They are main-1 
tained by ten denominational bodies I 
of this country. In one instance, mis-; 
sionary boards of Great Britain al-; 
so are co-operating. The aim of thej 
school is to prepare future Christian J 
leaders of the East. 
Movement Followed War. 
The movement is an outgrowth | 
of the world war. When it began in ; 
1914 only two or three small at-! 
tempts at the higher education the! 
women of the

had 
been 
made. The war had a great influence! 
on them and when it ended seven 
Union colleges had been organiz-j 
ed. The $3,000,000 fund is required i 
to provide sites and buildings. A ll; 
the colleges are at present working: 
in small, inadequate buildings, some) 
of which are said to be several j 
hundred years old. Each w'hen com-1 
pleted-will provide for 400 resi­ 
dents.

“Their great need, however, is 
relief from physical suffering and 
that will come only from education* 
This suffering is caused by ignor­ 
ance of physical laws, utter lack of 
sanitation, impure living, incredibly 
early marriages 
aud 
motherhood, 
cruel superstitions which make child 
birth a frightful tragedy, lack of 
knowledge 
regarding the care of 
children leading to barbarous treat­ 
ment and intense and needless suf­ 
fering, and the absence of medical 
aid. Formerly we brought students 
to America to be educated. Now 
we are educating them 
in 
their 
home communities. 
“The movement is entirely inter­ 
denominational. Though 
ten 
com­ 
munions are particularly interested, 
hundreds of thousands of women, 
representing,practically all faiths in 
North America, are vitally interest­ 
ed and are back of the movement. 
The seven Union colleges for wo­ 
men are a practical example of in­ 
terdenominational 
work. 
The 
churches are doing together what 
they could not do separately.**
